The 
mourners Following the co:fin were made up to represent King Peter, 
Dr. Macek, Dr. Aube Pavelich, Archbishop Stepinac, General Mihailovich, 
a German SS general, a Ustasii general and a British and American 
seldler in uniform. : 


35 On election day, loudspeakers on the streots exhorted the people to vote, 
denouncing non-voters as reactionaries and enemies of the people who 
must be liquidsted. Persons who had not cast their bellots by mideafter~ 

| ROO. were rounded up by election officials and taken to the polls. 


4, In the Second Biectorel District of tha First Region of Zagreb, the 
principal candidate for deputy was Dr. Svetozar Rittig (at present Mintster~ 
without~Portfolio in the Croatian Federal Government). After the election, 
source talked to the president of the eleotion commission for this district, 
vho told him in confidence thet Dr. Rittig had actually received a handful 
of votes. However, when the resulta were published, Rittig had about 
twenty more votes than the second candidate, Mr. Benjek, and nearly a 
thousand more than the third man, Dr. Rasumin.

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In protest avainst the regine, farmers are still withholding their products 
frou sale to Government purchasing agents. In the region between Nasice 

and Dolnji Hiholjac, the Government has ceased purchasing activity entirely 
since the hanging, not long azo, of five members of the purchasing commission 
by unidentified peasants. Other forms of passive resistance by the peasants 
are refusal to pay texes, and a policy of. non-cooperation with the local 
representatives of the Federal Government. 


Som time ago Kriseari seized and burned all the archives of the local National 
Committees in Kumrovac, Tito's birthplace, and threatened committee members 
with death unless they desisted from collaboration with the Communist govern= 
ment. On this oocasion a Yugoslav Army officer was kciiled. It is rumored 
that in such cases the Partisans have murdered farmers in reprisal. 
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
